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Ford: Nixon pardon act of mercy’ 


President reverses earlier stand; 
aide terHorst quits; honeymoon 
with Congress probably over

Ford says he pardoned Richard M 
Nixon as an act of mercy and to bind the 
nations 
wounds, 
but 
the 
reaction 
showed few wounds had healed and the 
Watergate controversy was back in the 
White House 
Ford’s surprise statement said he 
wanted to write a conclusion to the 
Watergate tragedy 
His friend and press secretary, J F 
terHorst, resigned as “a matter of 
conscience,' 
and representatives and 
senators had strong reactions almost 
certain to end his ‘ honeymoon’’ with 
Congress. 


TerHorst quit as presidential news 
secretary because he believed he had 
been used to spread a lie and because he 
could not support the pardon of Richard 
M. Nixon, aides said today 
TerHorst’s resignation came Sunday 
night about nine hours after President

TerHorst 
had 
t*< n Ford's news secretary for one 
month and was the first Ford appointee 
to quit 
" I felt in good conscience I could not 
support his decision,’’ terHorst said, 
"because 1 didn’t know how I could 
credibly defend it in the absence of 
pardons for those who evaded the war in 
Vietnam in good conscience and former 
Nixon aides who suffered under the 
same Watergate troubles tas Nixon» ” 


Ford signed the document at noon 
Sunday It was a “full, free and absolute 
pardon 
unto Richard 
Nixon for all 
offenses against the United States which 
he, Richard Nixon, has committed or 
may have committed or taken part in 
during the period from Jan 20. 1969 
through Aug 9. 1974 “ 


In 
San 
Clemente. 
C a lif, 
Nixon 


accepted the pardon, saying, “ No words 
can describe the depth of my regret and 
pain at the anguish my mistakes over 
Watergate have caused the nation and 
the presidency.” 
He said he was wrong in not acting 
“ m ore 
d e c is iv e ly 
and 
m ore 
forthrightly” but the former President 
did not admit breaking the law 
White 
House officials denied that 
there had been a deal. 
“ I know there was none," said L. 
William Seidman, a close Ford friend 
from Grand Rapids. But the Chicago 
Tribune said today there had been a

Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski now 
will not be able to seek an indictment 
against Nixon Six months ago, a grand 
jury had voted 19-0 to call Nixon a co- 
conspirator in the Watergate cover-up. 
but he was not indicted

Barry M. Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
called it “ the only decent and prudent 
course.” 
Sen 
George 
McGovern.

Ford had told a news conference last 
Wednesday that a pardon for Nixon 
would be “ untimely and unwise * before

His old law partner and legal counsel. 
Philip Buchen. told reporters Sunday 
that the President apparently made the 
decision sometime last week 
Buchen said he checked with Jaworski 
and found there were “no time bombs” 
in the form of new charges 
Last 
Thursday, 
Ford 
authorized 
Washington lawyer Benton Becker to go 
to San Clemente and, Buchen said, “to 
advise 
the 
former 
President 
that 
President Ford was intending to give a 
pardon ’’ 
Becker, according to the counsel, 
brought word of Nixon's plan to issue a 
statement, but the wording was left 
open Buchen said he considers Nixon's 
statement “an act of contrition ” 


Ford had deliberately chosen Sunday 
for his statement instead of services at 
the seminary near his old home in 
Alexandria, he went to holy communion 
at St John s church, where Presidents 
since James Madison have worshiped 


He had not told his wife, Betty, of his 
decision Through an aide, she later said 
Ford “ gave a great deal of thought” to a 
pardon 


His statement was full of references 
to prayer and conscience, to the tragedy 
of 
Nixon 
and 
his 
family, 
to 
the 
Watergate allegations that “hang like a 
sword over our former President s head, 
threatening his health as he tries to 
reshape his life."

agreement with the government which 
insures that only he can write the story 
of his administration using the papers 
and 
tapes 
not 
required 
in 
court. 
Afterward, the documents and tapes 
could be destroyed. 
The agreement, signed by Nixon and 
the General Services Administration, 
the government’s housekeeping agency, 
was announced Sunday. It gives Nixon 
“all legal and equitable title to the 
materials, 
including 
all 
literary 
property rights.’’ 
There have been recurring reports 
that Nixon is considering use of this 
material in a book about his presidency, 
and that he might get as much as $2 
million for his memoirs. 


The 
White 
House 
released 
the 
statements along with an opinion from 
Attorney General William B. Saxbe, 
establishing that Nixon’s White House 
papers were the personal property of the 
former president. Historically, Saxbe 
said, 
presidents 
had 
control 
over 
documents they saw, signed or issued. 


The agreement provided that all the 
White 
House 
and 
Executive 
Office 
Building tapes would be destroyed on 
Nixon’s death or on Sept. 
1, 
1984, 
whichever is sooner. 
Meanwhile, at any time after Sept. 1, 
1979, Nixon could direct the GSA to

destroy specific tapes. Before that date, 
they would be kept in the National 
Archives. 
The agreement said the tapes and 
other material will be kept from public 
view, although they will remain subject 
to subpoena or court order for use in 
legal proceedings, including the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up trial, according to 
White House Counsel Philip Buchen. 
Buchen said the arrangement was 
worked out because of the conflicting 
needs for confidentiality and for legal 
access. He said Ford did not want to get 
put in the position of deciding each 
request for access individually. 
Nixon spelled out the terms of the 
agreement in a letter to Arthur F. 
Sampson, head of the General Services 
Admi ni strat i on, 
Fri day . a f t e r 
negotiations 
between

president and an attorney representing 
President Ford 


In his letter, Nixon also said he 
intends to donate to the nation 
a 
substantial portion” of his presidential 
materials in the hope that they would be 
made 
available to 
researchers and

restrictions ” 


Buchen said the material would be 
transferred as soon as possible from the 
White House and the Executive Office 
Building 
to

estate.

Show dogs promenade in local premiere event 
Decision on fifth member 
Council tries it 
again tomorrow

Lompoc’s understrength City Council 
will try again tomorrow night to forge a 
firm decision on the selection of a fifth 
member, an accord that eluded them 
last Tuesday after three and a half hours 
of procedural debate, motions, counter- 
motions and deadlocked 2-2 votes 
The four member body must appoint a 
fifth council member by 11:59 p.m. 
Saturday, Sept. 14 or see the question 
referred by state law to a special city 
election next March, six months from 
now 
The vacancy occurred August 15, 
when 
veteran 
Councilm an 
Sol 
Lefkowitz, who was solidly elected to a 
second four year term last March, died 
in Santa Barbara of an undisclosed 
illness. 
The chances of a successful council 
appointment tomorrow night appear 
weaker than ever with Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton’s statement yesterday 
that she now favors the March special 
election over an appointment. 
In last week’s session, Ms. Benton 
joined Councilmen Art Scott and Emil 
Scolari 
in a decision to 
make an 


appointment rather than pass the next 
six 
months 
wi t h o u t 
a 
f i fth 
council member 
But in the lively three hours that 
followed, the panel found itself unable to 
grant a three vote majority either to any 
of five nominated contenders or to a late 
motion by Mayor E C. Stevens to let the 
matter be settled by an election after 
all. 
“ The way it looks to me now, we have 
no choice but to have an election,’ Ms 
Benton said yesterday. She added that 
she voted originally for an appointment 
to give the procedure a chance but 
became convinced that the council was 
unable to make one 
Elected in March, she had earlier 
come out for the appointment of Elinor 
Lefkowitz, the late councilman’s widow. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz, whose appointment was 
supported Tuesday by a petition with a 
reported 790 signatures, has since come 
out in favor of the special election 
herself. 
Tomorrow night’s session will feature 
the same players as last Tuesday’s but, 
some hope, will come to a different 
resolution.

Inmates take seven steps to productive freedom 
FCI group's goal: get out, stay out 


(Editor’s note: This is the 
first of a three part series 
exploting 
an 
important 
inmates' organization, inside 
the walls of Lompoc's FCI. on 
the occasion of its second 
anniversary )

When a convict is paroled 
from 
prison 
he 
has 
an 
important decision to make to 
maintain his new status as a 
free citizen or commit a crime 
that will lead him back to 
prolonged incarceration. 
The latter is the choice most 
often made In fact, two out of 
every three convicts that are 
released back to society wind 
up 
in 
prison 
again 
This 
alarming rate of recidivism 
(repeated criminal activity), 
points out two dimensions of 
the prison system: convicts 
cannot 
cope 
with 
the 
readjustment to society and 
they lack efficient programs 
within prison to help with this 
readjustment. 
The standard pattern of a 
convict upon release is to 
return 
to 
the 
same 
environment that led him to the 
crime which put him in prison 
in the first place. 


But a group of some 90 
inmates inside the medium 
security walls at Lompoc's 
Federal 
C orrectional 
Institution is trying to wrestle 
down the disproportionally high 
rate 
of 
recidivism 
The 
inmates are part of a national 
organization — the 7th Step 
Foundation 
Founded in 1963 by ex-convict 
Bill 
Sands, 
the 
7th 
Step 
Foundation has expanded to 39 
prisons in both Canada and the 
United States In addition, 27 
outside chapters exist to aide 
the convict once he becomes a 
member of society again 
The name of the non-profit 
group derives from the seven 
steps the convict must take in 
order to prepare for the free 
world: 
facing 
the 
truth, 
realization, 
evaluating 
weaknesses, 
overcoming 
weaknesses, 
casting 
aside 
resentments, daily progress 
and freedom 
The affiliate at the FCI. the 
Iron Mine Chapter, celebrated 
its 
second 
anniversary 
Saturday. 
The 
Iron 
Mine 
Chapter was the first one to be 
established within the federal 
prison system. Fittingly, the 
FCI 
chapter 
founder 
Tom 


Donald was paroled Friday, a 
day 
before 
the 
second 
anniversary. 
The group at the FCI consists 
of 
seven committees: 
pre­ 
release. remotivation, youth 
counseling, 
employment, 
orientation, 
public 
relations 
and news staff. An 11 man 
executive committee oversees 
the programs and membership 
involvement 
The committee 
works closely with the prison 
administration in trying to help 
the convict 
Donald describes 7th Step as 
a "people reform movement, 
not prison reform " An inmate 
enters 7th Step simply by 
asking to become a part of the 
organization 
His 
first 
involvement with Iron Mine is 
the orientation class, which 
outlines the program to him. 
Next comes the remotivation 
class. 
Remotivation is a process, 
according 
to 
7th 
Step 
coordinator 
Dave 
Stecher, 
where values are relearned — 
not retaught. The principle 
behind the remotivation is that 
human 
behavior 
reflects 
certain 
values, 
emotions, 
attitudes and philosophies. 
Therefore, if human behavior 


is to be changed from negative 
to positive, according to the 
theory, such changes must be 
preceded by the elimination 
and 
acquisition of 
such 
qualities necessary to initiate 
such change 
The course is 18 days long 
with 
one 
hour 
per 
day 
instruction 
In addition to remote, as the 
inmates call the remotivation 
class, 
there 
is a 
youth 
counseling 
program. 
The 
convicts try to reach the youth 
in an open, honest manner. 
Similar programs with "paid 
professionals" 
have 
been 
dismal failures in trying to talk 
to the youth of the county 
But the convicts have hit 
upon receptive ears. Jtecher 
says the inmates are placed on 
pedestals, sort of the James 
Cagney stereotype 
Although 
the men at the FCI do not 
necessarily like the image, the 
youths can relate to the men — 
the 
teen-agers 
know 
the 
inmates have been through it 
already. 
There is also "on the job 
training " Here a convict is put 
in situations where he's taught 
the value of working with other 
individuals. Then the convict 


involves himself in some of the 
most important training: 
Counseling, 
administration, 
responsibility, budgeting and 
employment opportunities 
After a man is released from 
prison 
there 
are 
outside 
chapters to assist him in his re- 
entry into society 
including 
the 
problems 
of 
finances, 
transportation 
and 
employment 


That last item, employment, 
is probably the area of most 
concern 
to 
the 
recently 
released 
convict. 
The 
employment program of the 
Iron Mine Chapter is a two-part 
process The first concern of 
the chapter is to find a suitable 
and productive job for the 
convict. 


To insure that the convict 
will be a success at his job, an 
inbred screening process is 
utilized. 
A commitment 
is 
made to both the employer and 
the convict. 


But before the convict is 
released, he must be helped to 
make the adjustment to a free 
society. The pre-release class, 
an 
important 
step 
in this 
process, will be looked at 
tomorrow.

City Council tries it again tomorrow

Stevens, who held out firmly 
for the March election last 
week, has affirmed that he is 
"pretty much locked in" to 
maintaining this stance. Nine 
of eleven speakers from last 
Tuesday's year high council 
audience backed him and. the 
Mayor adds, so do the people 
he’s polled on the street in the 
meantime. 
Saying he believes matters 
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will come up during the next 
six months which will require a 
full council to be adequately 
handled, Councilman Art Scott 
said 
yesterday 
that 
he'll 
continue 
to 
push 
for 
appointment. 
One of the impacts of the 
weaker council, he opined, is 
that it’s generally harder to get 
things passed. 
"The majority of three out of 
four votes (75 per cent of the 
member short council) is a lot 
different from the majority of 
three votes out of five votes (60 
per cent of the full council)," 
the ex-mayor said. Three out of 
five is the normal margin 
required to pass motions before 
the city board. 
But some questions, such as 
the vote on the Olive Avenue 
improvement district, require 
four votes to pass, Scott added. 
This would call for unanimity 
from the four person council, 
but not from a full council. 
Scott 
said 
he 
felt 
the 
deadlock dilemma that bogged 
down last Tuesday’s selection 
debate (five of eleven motions 
ended up in 2-2 standoffs) could 
plague it over the next sixth 
months if no new member is 
appointed. 
"We have to go into that 
meeting (tomorrow) with a 
real desire to say, one, that the 
council has already decided to 
appoint and that we can sit 
down 
like 
reasonable 
people...," Scott said. 


When asked if he thought 
Stevens was voting merely to 
prolong the deadlock and hold 
off until the election deadline, 
Scott said he thought the voting 
record spoke for itself. 
Scott added that he doesn’t 
have any particular contender 
in mind for the post, that the 
five person nominated field is 
"outstanding," and that he 
would agree with allowing the 
election only if "we can’t reach 
an 
agreement 
without 
adversely affecting the city 
The state statutes read that 
the council "shall” make an 
appointment 
to 
an 
understrength 
city 
council 
within 30 days after vacancy 
occurs or the matter must be 
decided by election. 
Councilman 
Emil 
Scolari 
voted 
with 
Scott 
for 
appointment last week and, 
though the ballots were secret, 
probably also voted to appoint 
Planning 
Commissioner 
Robert Kranig, with Stevens 
and Benton dissenting. 
Nominees 
besides 
Kranig 
and Mrs. Lefkowitz included 
Fred Bock, who placed fourth 
in 
the 
three 
seat 
council 
balloting last March; Parks 
and Recreation Commissioner 
Michael Siminski and former 
Mayor Harold Thompson. None 
polled more than a pair of 
votes. 
Another 
large 
crowd 
is 
expected to swamp the City 
Hall 
Auditorium 
again

unrelenting daily demand of 
the presidency itself. 
"Looking back on what is 
still in my mind a complex and 
confusing 
maze 
of 
events, 
decisions, pressures, and per­ 
sonalities, one thing I can see 
clearly now is that I was wrong 
in not acting more decisively 
and more forthrightly in dealing 
with Watergate, particularly 
when it reached the stage of 
judicial proceedings and grew 
from a political scandal into a 
national tragedy. 
"No words can describe the 
depths of my regret and pain at 
the anguish my mistakes over 
Watergate have caused the 
nation and the presidency a 
nation I so deeply loved and an 
institution I so greatly respect. 
" I know that many fair 
minded people believe that my 
motivation and actions in the

On the rocks 
Evel's canyon ride fizzles 


TWIN FALLS. Idaho (UPI) - Evel 
Knievel blasted over the Snake River 
Canyon in a powerful steam rocket 
Sunday 
but 
a puzzling, 
premature 
parachute opening yanked him to a halt 
and dropped him on the near shore of the 
river, $6 million richer but 10 seconds 
short of his 8-year goal. 
Knievel’s “skycycle” bumped and 
battered against the lava walls of the 
canyon as he floated down into the 600- 
foot deep gorge and bounced onto a rock 
outcropping. 
The motorcycle stuntman’s face was 
cut and bruised and his knees were 
lacerated, 
but 
he 
was 
not 
hurt 
otherwise. 
“The people prayed and God made the 
wind blow.” Knievel said, explaining the 
15 mile per hour breeze that blew him 
back to a landing on the south shore of 
the river and saved him from possible 
drowning in the turbulent currents at 
midstream. 
The rocket ascended for only 8.7 
seconds. Had it gone on as planned, an 
extra 10 seconds of thrust was expected 
to have carried him to the other side. 
There were conflicting explanations 
about just what went wrong with the 
much ballyhooed launch. 
Evel 
said 
first 
that 
he 
had 
accid en tally 
popped 
tne 
chute 
—designed to bring him to earth after he 
had crossed the 1,600-foot-wide canyon 
—because he had been taught by rocket 


designer Robert Truax that “ if I could 
see the opposite walls of the canyon, 
instead of just sky, to pull the chute 
because that meant I was rolling’’ 
—going out of control. 
But television tapes of the launch 
showed the parachute began deploying 
as the “skycycle” boomed up the short, 
steeply inclined launch ramp with a 
blast 
of 
steam 
power 
that 
awed 
spectators. 
It was braking the rocket even as it 
shot off the ramp bound for the other 
side of the chasm 
The crowd gasped and shouted in 
alarm as the “ skycycle” floated down 
out of view. Knievel could be seen 
struggling with the straps holding him 
in, trying to bail out with a reserve 
parachute before he got too low to use it. 
“ I’ve heard it said that it’s not 
whether you’ve won or lost but how 
you’ve played the game,” Knievel said. 
"And to lose to a beautiful canyon like 
this is, to me, not a real loss. I would 
rather have had a happy landing on the 
other side.” 
Robert Arum, president of Top Rank 
Inc., promoters of the leap, said it was a 
draw — "Knievel didn’t defeat the 
canyon, but the canyon didn’t defeat 
Knievel either. He made the jump. He 
pulled the trigger and flew.” 
Arum said the promoters expected to 
take in about $26 million in revenue from 
the $25 a head admission fee at the site, 


closed circuit television showings and 
other income.

Angels’ officials said Bob Feller’s 98 6 m p h. clocking in 1946 
was the previous record Ryan, who has pitched two no-hitters and 
owns the single-season strikeout record of 383. hadn’t gone over 
100 m.p.h. until he faced Lee Richard in the ninth. His second 
pitch to Richard was clocked at 100.8 m.p.h.

The American economy 


has proved both weaker and 
more in flation ary than 
anticipated Month by month, 
forecasts of business activity 
have been scaled down, while 
»rejections of inflation have 
wen scaled up 
(»eraId Fora assumes office 
at a time when the downward 
pressures on the economy are 
increasing, interest rates are 
at a peak and the rate of in­ 
flation is going up above 10 
per cent a year. 
Business activity was no 
better than stagnant in the 
April June quarter. The re­ 
bound from the fuel shortage 
never appeared. After 
months of 1974, real gnp 


stayed flat for the next three 
months. It may rise slightly in 
the current July-September 
quarter, but economic 
policies in general seem bent 
on pitching the American 
economy further downhill 


The chief domest ic concern 
m Washington is inflation. In 
his first public policy state­ 
ment, Eord said the fight 
against it was his “ first 
priority” .

New student record transfer system 
a break for migrant farm children

Two years ago it is likely that 
school people would not have

education records whenever 
the children move 
Susie Underwood, director of 
the migrant education program 
in Georgia, was one of six state 
directors who in 1957 conceived 
the idea for an information 
network that could be utilized 
by all the states 
The program, funded by the 
federal government, was begun 
experimentally in 1968 from a 
computer in Little Rock, Ark 
Today, more than 8,000 school 
districts can get computerized 
scholastic 
and 
medical 
histories of more than 400,000 
migrant children 
“ The problem of educating 
migrant 
children 
is 
quite 
complex," said Winford Miller, 
the 
system’s 
administrator, 


“ when you consider that they 
change school as often as five 
times 
a 
year, 
suffer 
an 
unusually high incidence of 
disease and their yearly family 
income averages from $1,300 to 
a rare peak of $3,600 ’’ 
Maxwell Dyer, the system's 
coordinator, said schools along 
the 
country’s 
three 
main 
migrant streams often lack 
adequate records 
for these 
children 
“ Teachers 
and 
administrators have no way of 
knowing what subjects had 
been studied and what grade 
levels were achieved. Equally 


important, health records are 
often 
incomplete 
or 
nonexistent. 
And 
when the 
migrant 
ch ild ’s 
native 
language is Spanish —some­ 
thing like 75 per cent of 
migrant children come from 
non-English speaking families 
—you can imagine the prob­ 
lems teachers and doctors have 
been up against.” 
Miss Underwood said the 
system is having a dramatic 
impact on the dropout rate 
among migrant children. Anal­ 
ysis of data from MSRTS shows 
that more children are now 
staying in school longer.

- Dr Stan- 
wood Schmidt is working on a 
device he hopes can be used to 
sterilize men without surgery. 
Schmidt, who 16 years ago 
developed an electrical needle 
which has become standard 
equipment 
in 
male 
sterilization, 
says 
the 
new 
device will make it possible to 
perform vasectomies without 
pain 
and 
in 
a 
matter of 
minutes. 
The new needle 
will be 
battery powered It is being 
built by Battelle Pacific North­ 
west Laboratories at Richland, 
Wash., under a grant from the 
Agency for International Deve­ 
lopment. 
After it has been thoroughly 
tested, 
said 
Schmidt, 
the 
device 
will 
be offered 
to 
countries which are trying to 
limit population growth. 
"It ’s right on the verge of 
reality,” said Dr. Schmidt. 


He said the new needle would 
be inserted right through the 
skin, instead of surgically. 


“ The needle through the skin 
technique is still experimental, 
and it wil be tested, tested and 
tested before it is put out for 
use,” he said. 


“ Basically it will simplify 
the whole thing. It changes the 
operation from an operation 
and it becomes a treatment 
instead." 


He believes the new tech­ 
nique will be more acceptable 
because 
“ it 
is 
far 
less 
traumatic. It isn’t as scary for 
the man.” 


It was Schmidt who first 
advanced the idea of using 
electricity to perform vasecto­ 
mies 
by 
cauterization. 
He 
introduced the idea 16 years 
ago. 


The presently-used 
instru­ 
ment is an insulated needle 
with the electricity jumping 
across a l-64th inch arc of fine 
wires.

Falcon stolen

Humphrey Bogart were alive 
today, 
he might again be 
playing “ Sam Spade” in search 
of the stolen Maltese Falcon. 
The 18-inch statue, which had 
eluded Bogart, Sydney Green- 
street and Peter Lorre in the 
1941 film classic, was stolen in 
real life Thursday from the Los 
Angeles County Art Museum.

The statue is valued at $200, 
but as a souvenir it would be 
worth much more.

The other impor­ 
tance economic voice in 
Washington is that of Dr. 
Arthur Burns, the Federal 
Reserve’s chairman. Bums 
seems to have gone through a 
religious conversion lately: in 
part, it was his acquiescence 
in the over-expansion of 
credit that helped inflation 
along, but he is repenting. He 
is ready to see unemployment 
go above 6 per cent in the 
tight against inflation. 
There is one economic post 
to which President Ford may 
appoint his own nominee, and 
it is a big one. Kenneth Rush, 
a businessman, was for a 
short time Nixon’s economic 
voice in the White House. He 
did not have too much to say. 
He relayed, rather than 
helped to form, what there 
was of economic policy. 


Rush will probably not be 
long in the new Administra­ 
tion. There has been specula­ 
tion that William Seidman, 
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prescribing tight money. Des­ 
pite the huge increase in total 
bank credit over the past 
S 
ear, the American economy 
as been hungry, though not 
starved, for funds. The 
money supply has risen 5 6

W cent over the past year, 
ardly a reckless pace in

The rise in 
unemployment, modest as yet 
this year, will accelerate as 
the economy fails to reach its 
potential. American business 
was supposed to absorb a 
rather larger growth than 
usual in the labor force this 
year and next, and it is not 
going to be able to do so 
But inflation, instead of 
abating, seems to be getting 
even worse. The 3.9 per cent 
increase in wholesale prices 
in July was shocker, the 
largest one-month advance 
this year. Drought in the mid- 
West kicked up the food com­ 
ponent of the index by 6 4 per 
cent. Industrial prices, in­ 
stead of settling down as ex­ 
pected, rose another 2.7 per 
cent last month. In the three 
months since the end of price 
controls, wholesale prices 


have risen at an astonishing 
annual rate of 24 per cent. 
The news is not all bad.

INTEREST: The bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be fixed upon the sale thereof 
but not to exceed 7% per annum, payable semiannually. 


PAYMENT: The bonds and the interest thereon are payable in lawful money of the United 
States of America at the main office of Security Pacific National Bank, Fiscal Agent for the City, 


in Los Angeles, California (or collectible through any of its branches in California), or, at the option 
of the holder, at any paying agent of the City in Chicago, Illinois, or New York, New York. 


REGISTRATION: The bonds will be issued as bearer bonds with coupons or as fully registered 
bonds, with exchange privileges, as more fully set forth in the resolution hereinafter referred to pro­ 
viding for their issuance. 


REDEMPTION: The bonds maturing on or prior to October 15, 1986 shall not be subject to call 
or redemption prior to maturity. The bonds maturing on or after October 15, 1987, are subject to call 
and redemption, at the option of the City, on October 15, 1986, or on any interest payment date thereafter 
prior to maturity, at a redemption price equal to the principal amount thereof plus a premium equal 
to one-quarter of one percent of said principal amount for each year or portion of a year between 
the redemption date and the maturity date thereof. All or any of the bonds subject to call may be called 
for redemption at any one time. If less than all of the bonds are redeemed at any one time, such bonds 
shall be redeemed only in inverse order of maturity and by lot within the same maturity. 


PURPOSE OF ISSUE: The bonds were authorized for the acquisition, construction and financing 
of sewage collection, treatment, disposal, and reclamation facilities for the City of Lompoc.

Subject to the foregoing condition, the highest bid will be determined by deducting 
the amount of the premium bid (if any) from or adding the amount of discount (if any) to, the total 
amount of interest which the City would be required to pay from the date of said bonds to the respective 
maturity dates thereof at the coupon rate or rates specified in the bid, and the award will be made on 
the basis of the lowest net interest cost to the City. The purchaser must pay accrued interest from the 
date of the bonds to the date erf delivery. Such accrued interest, if any, shall be computed on a 360-day 
year basis. The cost of printing the bonds will be borne by the City. 


Right of Refectkm: The City reserves the right, in its discretion, to reject any and all bids and to the 
extent not prohibited by law to waive any irregularity or informality 
in any bid. 


Award: The City will take action awarding the bonds or rejecting all bids not later than 
twenty-six (26) hours after the time herein prescribed for the receipt of proposals; provided that the 
award may be made after the expiration of the specified time if the bidder shall not have given to the 
City Council notice in writing of the withdrawal of such proposal.

relieve pain. Nitrous oxide is a 
form of anesthesia commonly 
known as laughing gas. 
Dr. C. 
Richard Chapman, 
assistant

of 
anesthesiology, psychiatry and 
psychology, says the findings of 
him and his colleagues suggest 
that 
acupuncture 
techniques 
could 
be developed for the 
treatment of dental patients 
who are too sick or too weak to 
take normal dental anesthesia. 
Acupuncture could also be 
used for those patients who are 
unwilling to accept an anesthet­ 
ic injected in the mouth but 
who will accept acupuncture 
needling in the hand, he said. 
The research also shows that

Chapman and Drs. John D. 
Gehrig, 
professor 
of 
oral 
surgery in the dentistry school, 
and 
Michael 
Wilson of the 
anesthesiology 
department 
simulated

applying several intensities of 
electrical shock to the teeth of 


experiment volunteers. 
Some 
of

volunteers 
received acupuncture stim ula­ 
tion in the fleshy part of the 
hand between the thumb and 
forefinger. Others were admin­ 
istered nitrous oxide. A third 
group,

controls, received neither. 
Chapman said that compared 
with the control group, both the 
nitrous oxide and acupuncture 
groups showed a significant, 
though 
sm all,

sensitivity to pain. 
“The real payoff from the 
use of acupuncture in dentistry 
will be what we will learn about 
the nature of dental pain,” said 
Chapman. 
Chapman recently returned 
from the People’s Republic of 
China, where he accompanied 
11 other pain researchers and 
physicians on a three-week tour 
of medical facilities in Peking, 
Canton and Shanghai.

surgery. One oral surgeon told 
Chapman that although he uses 
a local anesthetic for most of

A woe for OSHA 


The Occupational Safety and Health Administration, 
commonly known as OSHA, has been under almost 
constant attack since its inception some years ago. 
Recently, as its inspections of businesses throughout the 
U.S. have increased, so has the volume of criticism leveled 
against OSHA. 


Supported by big labor and generally despised by big 
business, OSHA is charged with 
the inspection of 
businesses to see that they comply with standards of 
safety thought to be realistic by OSHA, but which are 
wideiy recognized as being irresponsible, redundant and 
prohibitively expensive, in some cases. Thus, it was with 
some surprise that we read in a recent publication that 
OSHA headquarters had been inspected for safety, not by 
OSHA, but by the Labor Department. And they were found 
wanting. 


The ll-story OSHA building is located in Washington. 
D C., and houses most of the OSHA staff The two day 
inspection turned up more than 300 hazardous conditions, 
many minor but many others of major consequence. For 
example, a fire extinguisher cabinet had no door handle 
and the doors were painted shut; a stairway between 
several floors had no emergency lighting at all; and too 
little air was being circulated through the building. 


A high OSHA official said that the hazards are being 
corrected and that “ even buildings normally thought to be 
free of hazards often do involve hazardous conditions that 
can readily be detected and corrected." We wonder how 
many employers and businessmen and across the country 
have made similar statements to OSHA inspectors and 
have been cited in spite of it. And the kicker is that while 
the employer pays not only for the cost of the citation, 
sometimes amounting to thousands of dollars, but also for 
the corrective action, guess who pays the bill for OSHA’s 
violation and corrective action?

this almost inevitable.

Of necessity, therefore, he walked the 
difficult line between loyalty to the

President 
and

Council event of the season 


It was — and will be — the event of the 
season, bar none. 
The three and a half hour City Council 
ordeal last Tuesday over the selection of 
a fifth council member — it had 
everything

and grousing, though

a 
minuet 
There were strident 
voices from the floor, 
groundswells of public 
feeling, sword fights 
on the 
precipice over procedural puntilios, 
surprise turnabouts, bitter flareups, last 
ditch stands, one-by-one vote counts as 
dramatic as court martial verdicts, 
forces lurking offstage 
In other words, it was a delightful 
evening 
of 
unvarnished 
public 
democracy in the best traditions of the 
First Continental Congress. It’s when an 
elected panel takes a polite five minutes 
to settle a volatile question like this that 
you begin to scout for cue cards. The 
Declaration of Independence wasn't 
thrashed out after any more courtly a 
rugby match than took place here last 
Tuesday. If you don’t believe it, read

about John Adams sometime or see the 
Broadway musical “ 1776.’’ The main 
difference was that it took the founders 
closer to several months to bind their 
differences than the council's so far 
several days. 
The issues in the debate are laid out in 
a front page piece in this edition. The 
mam one remains whether or not the 
new council member should be elected, 
in a special election that would have to 
be in March, or appointed, as state law 
provides within 30 days after the 
vacancy occurs. 
The panel decided 3-1 Tuesday to 
appoint but no contender was able to win 
a 
majority.

tomorrow night at 7:30 p.m. at City 
Hall. For unrehearsed drama, it’s a 
shoo-in to beat anything else that 
happens in Lompoc on Tuesday nights. 
The 
view 
below 
the 
surface 
is 
complex. 
Two 
players 
bulging 
behind 
the 
curtains tomorrow night will be the 
growth and no-growth factions. Fred 
Bock has support for the appointment 
from a coalition of citizens, some of 
whom savored success last October in 
the defeat of two trailer park proposals. 
Planning Commissioner Robert Kramg, 
long a 
toiler in the vineyards of 


economic 
development, 
is 
clearly 
supported by the powerful Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce. 
Both say they seek a balance between 
appropriate’’ 
development 
and 
environm ental 
and 
life 
style 
considerations. But the betting is that 
Kramg s point of balance is closer to a 
more developed Lompoc than Bock’s. 
The 
possibility arises of 
outside 
pressure and covert deals Mayor E. C. 
Stevens 
says 
he’s 
been 
under 
tremendous pressure all week to shift 
his pro-election holdout But if there is a 
swing vote, it probably belongs to 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton, who 
shifted her vote from pro-appointment 
to pro-election as last Tuesday’s session 
unfolded. She had earlier come out for 
the appointment of Elinor (Mrs. Sol) 
Lefkowitz to the vacant seat. 
Ms. 
Benton volunteered yesterday 
that she’s been offered “ a bunch of 
trades to change my choice. ” 
One of the offers, she said, proffered 
Mrs. Lefkowitz’ appointment to the 
Planning Commission in exchange for a 
change of heart The councilwoman said 
she turned the offer down and didn’t say 
who advanced it 
Another possible deal would be an 
offer td Ms Benton of two assured votes 


for her mayoral candidacy next year in 
exchange for her swing vote tomorrow 
for the right person. She answered 
yesterday that no such tradeoff has beer 
offered her and that she considered the 
prospect “ laughable’’ and wouldn’t be a 
party to it if it were offered. 
Nor, she said, has the small local 
accounting firm she owns come under 
any form of economic pressure related 
to her council duties. 
But 
all 
things 
considered, 
ar 
appointment seems farther off now than 
it did even last week. Stevens said 
Friday that he was still ‘‘locked in” to 
his pro-election position and Ms. Benton 
said 
yesterday 
that, 
though 
she 
considers it unfortunate that the council 
couldn't 
choose 
someone 
she 
now 
believes election is the only way to go. 
Stevens can probably be counted upon 
to 
follow 
through 
with 
his 
‘‘no 
candidate’’ deadlock voting of last 
session, doubtless engineered to hold off 
a council decision until state law steps in 
and requires the election — a period of 
less than a week. 
Though neither Councilmen Art Scott 
or Emil Scolari have backed down from 
their 
pro-appointment 
stance, 
Ms. 
Benton’s backing and the sure passage 
of time seem to be all Stevens will need. 


Party conventions 


Strengthening of the party system 
was the main argument advanced by 
those in support of the abolition of cross 
filing back in 1959. And while one of the 
results has been the development of 
bitter partisanship in the Legislature, 
the official party organizations seem to 
have 
become 
weaker 
Even 
the 
influence 
of 
unofficial 
intraparty 
organizations such as the California 
Republican Assembly and the California 
Democratic Council appears to have 
diminished. 
The candidates for office seem to 
want to go their own way without the 
burden of dictates from their state party 
organizations. This is the conclusion to 
be drawn from the efforts of the 
Democrats to avoid holding their state 
convention this year. 
Although the law requires that each 
party convene in August each election 
year, the Democrats had planned to 
scuttle theirs. Confronted 
with the 
election 
laws 
which 
mandate 
the 
meeting, 
legislation 
was 
hurriedly 
passed by the Democrats to postpone 


the convention until after this year’s 
elections. 
When Governor Reagan threw a 
monkey wrench into that plan by his 
veto of the bill, the Democrats hastily 
put together a last minute meeting at 
the State Capitol 
Delegates to the state convention are 
composed of those nominated to office 
at the primary election Each of these 
may appoint three members to the state 
central committee and incumbents may 
appoint two additional members. 
The party convention thus affords an 
opportunity to spark interest in the 
campaigns among a nucleus of party 
faithfuls and supporters And, ordinarily 
the state conventions are attended by 
several hundred who labor to produce a 
party 
platform 
upon 
which 
the 
candidates are supposed to stand. 
True, these party platforms, when put 
together by non incumbent nominees 
and appointive members, often prove 
embarrassing to the office holders The 
‘ professional’ politician views these so- 
called “ grass roots” conventions as a 


‘‘flock 
of 
amateurs.” 
And, 
when 
objectionable planks are adopted he 
attempts to sidestep those parts of the 
platform and concentrate on the issues 
which 
appear 
popular. 
After 
the 
election, party platforms are usually 
promptly forgotten by the winning 
candidates.

devices throughout the state, except in 
the six counties of the South Coast 
Basin. 
The bill does not take effect until Jan. 
1. 


Although Lompoc is situated in the 
South Central Coast A ir Basin, and not 
the South Coast A ir Basin, it is still part 
of Santa B arbara County and therefore 
must conform to the structure of the 
smoggy South Basin, Mrs. Cone said. 


Lompoc 
is not exem pt, said M rs. 
Cone, because it would be too difficult 
for the Departm ent of M otor Vehicles to 
keep track of what cities were or were 
not in the South Coast Basin. T h a t’s 
why, she said, some cities could be 
outside of the South Coast Basin and still 


have 
its 
automobiles equipped 
with 
smog devices. 
The owners of cars whose license 
plate ends in the digit "1 " have until

30 to install the devices. Those 
ending in "2 " have until Oct. 31, "3 " by 
Nov. 30 and “ 4" by Dec. 31 
The A ir Resources Board w ill meet in 
San Francisco tom orrow to decide if it 
has the legal authority to im plem ent the 
term s of the bill im m ediately and not 
w ait until the beginning of next year 
when the law takes effect Any decision

Lawyers for the six men actually 
charged in the indictm ent m eet today to 
discuss what actions they would take as 
a result of President Ford’s pardon for 
Nixon. They are expected to consider 
whatever joint efforts they could take. 


"Everybody has thoughts they want to 
share," said one legal source. "There is 
a serious argum ent for dismissal of the 
indictm ent, although we don’t know how 
it should be handled." 


Pregelj, an economist at the L ib rary 
of Congress, said he had been called by a 
few of the 23 grand jurors and their 
reactions ranged from "deep dismay to 
high outrage." He said he did not know 
how all the jurors felt.

In pre-release class 
Inmates probe their own past, 
try to map out free future 


«Editor’s note: This is the second of a three-part series 
exploring an important inmates’ organization, inside the walls of 
Lompoc'S FCI, on the occasion of its second anniversary )

Probably the most dynamic aspect of the 7th Step Foundation is 
the pre-release class Every other Friday night members of the 
Iron Mine Chapter at the FCI assemble for what some might call a 
therapeutic workshop 
Men who will be released in the near future are encouraged to 
discuss their past and their plans for the future after parole But 
what makes the pre-release class unique is that members of the 
community are allowed to participate by carrying on meaningful 
dialogue with the inmates. 
The pre-release class centers around the “ hot seat.” This is 
where two inmates, at separate times, explain their plans and 
answer questions from the free people-convict audience A few 
weeks ago three inmates were on the hot seat and Ubaldo Sanchez 
was the first one up 
A native of Albuquerque. N.M., Sanchez was convicted of 
counterfeiting, forgery and three armed robberies. One individual 
in the audience asked how he became involved with crime. 
‘ Sanchez blamed his environment. Growing up in Albuquerque, he 
always hung around with older friends — picking up their values 
And when his friends became involved in criminal activities, he 
did the same As for the future, Sanchez is taking a barber's 
course in the prison and has 
plans of entering the field of 
cosmetology But other than that he has no other definite plans 
The inmate was questioned heavily on his proposed plans and 
whether he thought he was going to make it in the free world It 
was mentioned that he might find the outside too rough to cope 
with and just quit. He answered that accusation by saying: 
“ If I was a quitter I wouldn’t be here right now.” He added that 
he has found himself as a person A free person in the audience 
asked him if he was going to have any trouble with people who 
don’t like Chicanos, once he’s out of prison. 
“ I don't have any resentments,” he told the audience 
Another free person wanted to know what was going to stop 
Sanchez from committing the same crimes once he was back on 
the streets again. The convict said he felt he was “ pretty sure” 
that he could survive in society. 
Another person wanted to know how Sanchez' family was going 
to help the convict readjust to society. The man on the hot seat 
answered that his family didn't want anything to do with him 
because, according to his family, he had embarrassed them 
The subject of freedom came up and Sanchez was questioned 
about the meaning of the word “ I really forgot the word I don’t 
know what it is It means so many things,” he claimed 
After a few more minutes of interrogation, the moderator asked 
the audience to show, by a count of hands, whether they thought 
Sanchez was going to be successful on the outside world A 


majority thought he would 
Sanchez added that he wasn't going to do anything during his 
first week of freedom except get drunk 
James E. Spencer is another inmate who was on the hot seat He 
had been released from prison and was living in a half way house 
when he committed the offense that brought him back to the FCI. 
The convict had been denied a weekend pass from the half-way 
house but he decided to leave for the weekend anyway. Spencer 
said he would not take orders from a person half his age “ They 
don’t show me nothing They’re worse than prisons — in a sense 
He added he would walk away from another half way house if he 
was assigned to one. 
Like Sanchez. Spencer was asked what freedom meant to him 
“ I really don't know But if I am going to keep it, I'm going to 
have to sacrifice something else,” he pointed out He felt that his 
motivation to be a success on the outside was money. 
Spencer said he was anxious to leave the FCI: " I ’m tired of this 
place — tired of seeing myself in here.” 
Another inmate. Harry Kelly Jr., had a somewhat different 
story to tell Out of the last 11 years, Kelly has spent a total of six 
months outside of various institutions Between the ages of seven 
and 18 he lived three years in the free world 
Kelly had been out of prison but was sent back when he shot a 
man during an argument at a liquor store He said he shot the man 
to protect the life of his sister. One member of the audience asked 
why he was carrying a gun in the first place. The convict 
answered that he had been unsuccessful in gaining employment 
and was using the gun in hold-ups to support himself 
When he was at other prisons he would hear other inmates 
talking about plans of a robbery so they could buy the expensive 
things in life Now Kelly says he doesn’t have to steal to buy a new 
suit of clothes: 
“ I’ve been living so long with khakis I can do it on the outside, 
too.” 
Kelly complained that he had never had a value system — the 
only values he had were the ones he picked up from fellow 
convicts In the past, he pointed out, he had cast a wary eye on in­ 
prison help programs Tlie reason why, he claimed, was that the 
same people who would take the leading roles in the meetings 
would meet with Kelly afterwards and tell him of a robbery they 
could pull off when they got out. 
Kelly said it was hard for him to believe in such a program if it 
was turning out people like that. But he emphasizes that the Iron 
Mine Chapter was different and he planned to continue with the 
program. The convict is taking a class to become a barber and 
hopes to make barbering a career. 
But he added that he would take any job once he got his 
freedom Kelly wrote this three-line poem expressing his attitude 
about life after spending most of his life in prison: 
“ I remember my yesterdays 
Dream my tomorrows 
And live my todays’’

Panel OK's land use plan

The land use plan and some 
textual material now go to the

was that as Ford was telling 
the nation Sunday that “ serious

The addition added fuel to 
rumors already flying about 
the capital. Had Nixon had an 
emotional setback’’ Published 
reports last week described 
him as “ deeply depressed.”

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Pioneer 10 space probe: 


Planet Jupiter 
a spinning ball 
of liquid gas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
colossal planet Jupiter is a 
spinning ball of liquid hydrogen 
with a turbulent interior and 
raging atmospheric storms 
And the mysterious Great 
Red Spot on the solar system's 
largest planet may be the 
vortex of a 25,000^mile long 
tornado that has been towering 
above Jupiter's cloud belt for 
hundreds of years 
This was the picture of the 
dense, brightly banded planet 
that scientists have pieced 
together from the Pioneer 10 
flyby of Jupiter last December, 
an announcement said today 
"At best, Jupiter has only a 
small rocky core, thousands of 
miles 
below 
the 
heavily 
clouded 
atmosphere,’’ 
the 
researchers concluded in a 
report released by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Agency. 
The 
scientists 
analyzed 
measurements 
and 
pictures 
radioed back by the Pioneer 10 
spacecraft which flew within 
81 000 miles of Jupiter on Dec 
5.1973 
A sister probe is due to pass 
within 29,000 miles of the fifth 
planet out from the sun on Dec 
3 this year. 
The space agency said in 
releasing the reports that some 
of the information appears to 
confirm theories about Jupiter 
while other findings contradict 
earlier ideas about the planet. 
Some of the major new 
findings 
are 
that 
Jupiter 
apparently has a much hotter 
interior 
than 
previously 
thought, its magnetic field is 
larger than expected and its 
radiation belts are even more 
intense than predicted by many 
scientists. 
Much of the new picture of 
Jupiter’s interior was based on 
temperature calculations by 
Dr. William B. Hubbard, of the 
University of Arizona, using 


measurements obtained from a 
Pioneer 
10 gravity 
sensing 
experiment 
"Jupiter is almost certainly 
a liquid planet for it is too hot 
solidify, 
even 
with 
its 
enormous internal pressures of 
millions 
of 
atmospheres," 
NASA said. 
The agency said the atmos­ 
phere begins to turn to liquid 
hydrogen 600 miles below the 
top of Jupiter’s colorful clouds 
At this transition zone the 
temperature is calculated at 
3,600 degrees F ahrenheit. 
At a depth of 1,800 miles, the 
temperature is put at 10,000 
degrees and the pressure 90,000 
times earth’s surface atmos­ 
pheric pressure. 
At this point, the weight of 
the Jovian atmosphere com­ 
presses the hydrogen into a 
liquid about one-quarter as 
dense as water. 
At a depth of 15,000 miles, the 
pressure is 3 million atmos­ 
pheres and liquid hydrogen 
turns to liquid metallic hy­ 
drogen.

54,000 
degrees 
—six 
times 
the 
temperature on the surface of 
the sun. 
The temperatures decrease 
steadily outward to 184 degrees 
below zero at the 
top of 
Jupiter's clouds. 
Ammonia ice crystals are 
believed to form the top of the 
planet’s clouds. Below this are 
red-brown clouds, probably of 
am m onia 
h ydrosu lfide 
crystals. 
Water ice crystals are below 
that, 
according 
to 
the 
consensus of project scientists, 
with possibly water drops at 
the bottom of the cloud layers 
although water has not been 
observed.

"We will not be satisfied 
until the United Farm Workers 
is recognized as the legitimate 


union of farm workers,” Meany 
said "This means new efforts 
that will gain public attention 
and public support for the 
product 
boycott 
for 
table 
grapes and head lettuce not 
picked by UFW members.” 


Meany said the issue in 
California was cheap labor. 


"Cheap labor is the reason 
the growers forged an unholy 
alliance with the Teamsters to 
break the UFW. Cheap labor is 
the reason the growers now 
seek —through their influence 
in Washington —a return of the 
bracero program .” 


"Bracero" refers to a Mexi­ 
can laborer admitted to the 
United States for a short period 
to perform seasonal, usually 
agricultural, work. The United 
States and Mexico in the past 
have worked out agreements 
under which Mexican workers 
are allowed to come to the

But the former president’s 
attorney,

Butler, 
denied that the resignation — 
scheduled to take place in the 


next couple of weeks

"Former 
President Nixon 
has determined that in the 
future he will be engaged in 
matters other than the practice 
of law,” Butler said in an 
informal letter to bar president 
Seth M Hufstedler 
Nixon, who began his law 
career in California in 1939, has 
to be a member of the bar to 
practice in the state. Butler 
also said Nixon plans to resign 
from the New York state bar,

Guinea independence begins today

Portugal grants independence to the west African colony of 
Guinea today in a ceremony marred by an explosive black-white 
confrontation on the other side of the continent in the territory of 
Mozambique. 
Portuguese President Antonio de Spinola and African guerrilla 
leaders gathered at the Lisbon presidential palace to sign a 
document creating the Republic of Guinea Bissau. 
Hours before, Portuguese officials met in Lisbon to study ways 
to head off a bloodbath in Mozambique, where rebel white settlers 
seized key installations over the weekend and declared the colony 
independent. 
After the meeting, a government spokesman said the situation 
in the Mozambique capital of Lourenco Marques "has improved in 
the past few hours.” 
He said Lourenco Marques Airport, occupied by the settlers 
since Saturday, ‘‘is now open to normal air traffic.” 
The white settlers were angered at a pact signed Saturday by 
Portugal and the black Mozambique Liberation Front providing 
for independence next June and setting up a guerrilla-controlled 
transitional government. 


The Portuguese government, which came to power in an April 
25 coup opposed to bitter guerrilla wars in Africa, has also 
promised to negotiate independence for Angola, Lisbon s third 
colony on the continent. 
A government spokesman in Lisbon said Monday Portugal 
would take firm action to stop rebel broadcasts over an occupied 
radio station. 
‘‘But we want to avoid a bloodbath," a spokesman said. 
The spokesman said Portuguese troops in the territory delayed 
moving against the station because the rebels "have women and 
children as hostages." 
‘‘The situation in Mozambique is extremely delicate and tense," 
he said. "But the psychological inflation of the radio broadcasts 
must stop because it gives the impression the (settlers) 
movement is stronger than it is.” 
Hundreds of white militants roamed the streets of Laurenco 
Marques today and blacks began gathering in large numbers for 
the first time since the crisis erupted Saturday. Some blacks 
stoned cars and police. 
Authorities sealed off several areas of the capital and in others 
allowed vehicles to move only in armed convoys.

Hitler 
gave 
his

lieutenants. 
Sognnaes, a professor of oral 
biology and anatomy at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, 
said 
his 
findings 
relegated the periodic reports 
of Bormann sightings in Latin 
America 
to 
"figments 
of 
imagination.” 
The 
educator 
and 
investigator 
reported 
his 
findings 
at 
the 
Forensic 
Science 
meeting 
of 
the 
International 
Dental 
Federation conference. 
Bormann, Hitler’s deputy, 
was last seen trying to escape 
from beleaguered Berlin while 
Russian troops fought their 
way into the city in 1945. 
"The forensic identification 
of Martin Bormann can be 
considered 
established," 
Sognnaes said. "Bormann. in 
fact, did die without being able 
to flee Berlin when the Russian 
forces entered the city in 1945.”

said his

Bormann’s remains began with 
the discovery of a partial skull 
in Berlin on March 12, 1973. A 
dental bridge belonging to the 
skull was found nearby three 
months later.

Local ranchers give wildlife a break

OFF LIMITS to hunters The boundaries 
of the new wildlife refuge are carefully

Hunters be advised A wildlife refuge has been created 
southeast of Lompoc and violators will be “ vigorously” 
prosecuted 
It encompasses approximately 35,000 acres of ranch land 
uniquely undisturbed Until late July hunters used to shoot on 
it Now trespassing and firearms are strictly prohibited. 
It is called the Santa Rosa-San Julian Wildlife Refuge 
Michael Benedict of Santa Rosa Road explained that the 
purpose of the refuge is not to make hunters mad, but to 
protect wildlife of the area, including mountain lion, deer, 
bobcat, gray fox, coyote, wild pig, bear ( if any), and birds 
The boundaries, which form a rough triangle, start about 
three miles west on the Santa Rosa Road off Highway 101, 
continue west to San Julian Road (Highway 1), and go 
south-east on San Julian Koad to Las Cruces. 
The road boundaries are marked every Vfc to *4 miles with 
green-and-white signs that read: 
Santa Rosa - San Julian 
Wildlife Refuge 
Trespassing 
and Fire Arms 
Strictly Prohibited 
The refuge was created through the cooperative effort of 
14 ranchers who own most of the property within the 
triangle. No legal action was taken; violators will be 
presecuted under the trespass law 
Last April a few ranchers began discussing the idea of 
establishing a wildlife refuge and they in turn talked toother 


area ranchers. All were enthusiastically in favor, reported 
Benedict. 
Signs were nailed around the perimeter during the last 
week of July The ranchers had chipped in to pay for them 
In the past, the Santa Rosa-San Julian area ranchers have 
had the usual problems with hunters that all ranchers have 
with hunters 
“ People come and shoot Sometimes they shoot deer, 
sometimes they shoot cattle by mistake They shoot a lot of 
animals we would like to preserve 
This is a wild, 
undisturbed area,” a rancher commented. 
According to Benedict, the refuge signs have already had a 
significant affect, at least on the ranch land along the Santa 
Rosa Road Far fewers hunters have been seen this summer 
summer. 
The only problem foreseen with the wildlife refuge is 
losing a few signs now and then to people who will likely take 
pot shots at them 
The ranchers figure that the refuge will have an important 
long range benefit. 
“ In very few years,” said Benedict, "we can start seeing 
a lot more animals around here that are now rare, like 
bobcat and fox.” 
If the ranchers are able to keep the wildlife refuge secure, 
the area — a big chuck of natural land — could support a 
large population of interesting rare animals, Benedict 
affirmed 
He said the William H Cooper of Santa Rosa Road and his 
sister. Mrs. Herman Baer, also of Santa Rosa Road, deserve 
some credit for their efforts to establish the refuge.

“ When you are cold and hungry, your 
notions of right and wrong take on the 
pattern of self preservation Pardon my 
trespass " But he ransacked drawers 
and cabinets like a frustrated child

and

depression But he cruelly left the plug 
out of a water bed

and talk about the time I burglarized it. 
but until that time I am pursuing a life of 
crime — it is so much more interesting

President Ford said some strange 
things, over at Ohio State Rather it was 
the juxtaposition that was strange On 
the one hand he spoke sheev economic 
orthodoxy On the other, he applauded 
the achievements of a slave state It is 
one of the paradoxes he inherited from 
Mr Nixon, but one which he apparently 
carries easily

spoke 
about 
China 
He 
visited 
China 
in 
1972, 
he 
recalled, 
and 
he 
knows from what he 
saw with his own eyes, 
and from the figures 
he has since perused, 
that 
the 
Chinese 
economy is improving 
by leaps and bounds. 
More 
precisely, 
he 
said 
that 
it 
was 
“ gaining 
moment­ 
um ’’ 
Mr Ford then explained that in order 
to 
experience 
economic 
progress 
without inflation, it is necessary to 
increase productivity. 
In order to 
increase productivity, a people must 
exercise a combination of two virtues. 
The first is self-restraint, the second, 
creativity 
Now: the Chinese certainly exercise 
self-restraint If there was visible to 
President Ford during his visit to China 
a 
single 
impulse 
toward 
personal 
freedom, he saw something I did not see 
earlier in the same year, or any of the 
other journalists I traveled with For 
Mr. Ford to comment seriously that the 
young people of China are “ extremely 
well disciplined" flirts with gallows 
humor. We are still reminded, every 
decade or so, of the remark made by 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, returned 


from a Potemkin tour through the Soviet 
Union shortly after the world war. that 
it was a remarkable place — “ no labor 
union troubles." It would be a little like 
returning from Hitler Germany in 1945 
and remarking the total absence of any 
problems with Jews 
Discipline is a virtue when it is self- 
imposed 
When it is imposed, as in 
China, by screaming Red Guards who 
roast dissent, and nowadays forage for 
any inclination by their fellow citizens 
towards Confucius, or Beethoven, you 
have a kind of discipline that was

but undoubtedly they could be got to run 
even faster if they were being chased by 
tanks 
One worries about such lapses And 
recalls

haunted 
moment 
at 
Darmouth University It was ai a few 
years after Orwell's sunburst, his novel 
1984 depicting the grim character of the 
totalitarian 
system 
to 
come, 
the 
authority of which would go by the name 
of “ Big Brother " And b) a few months 
after 
the 
election 
of 
Dwight 
D 
Eisenhower as President of the United 
States 
Ike went up to New Hampshire to 
address the students and would you 
believe it, he told them that he wanted 
the government to be “ nothing more 
than a Big Brother to them ” It was then 
that Republicans reached the sorrowful 
conclusion that if Zane Grey hadn't 
written about it, Dwight Eisenhower 
wouldn't know about it. 
What Mr. Ford needs to ask himself is 


whether that 
freedom 
which 
we 
celebrate in this country has become 
counter-productive 
I mean, 
in the 
strictest sense of the word Is it true 
that because we as citizens are free in a 
way that the Chinese are not, that the 
Chinese are gaining momentum9 Do we 
need a little of the whiplash, so that we 
too might become “ extremely well 
disciplined .’’ There are still a few 
reactionaries calling for wage and price 
controls, which are a step 
in the 
direction of authoritarianism But Mr 
Ford says he disapproves of them 
Or — could it be0 - that it isn't more 
of the stick that we need, but more of the 
carrot? 
In 
order 
to 
increase 
productivity, 
there has got to be 
incentive Is that incentive substantially 
diminished because of the exactions 
already imposed on creative people? I 
mean, of course, and primarily, the tax 
structure And, secondarily, restrictive 
practices, whether caused by labor 
unions or protected monopolies or 
oligopolies Forty per cent of what we 
all earn is sucked in by the government 
Increase that 40 per cent to 100 per cent 
and you have the Chinese situation 
What would happen if we went the other 
way0 Back, say, to 25 per cent0 
There 
would 
be 
an 
interesting 
alternative, and one drools at the 
thought of it Mr Ford says that we 
“ welcome" the challenge of Chinese 
competition We could dramatize this by 
saying in as many words that free men 
work better and more productively than
